TESTS SAFETY GLASS 
AT ARLINGTON PLANT 


Newark, N. J., Oct. 4—Tests were 
made yesterday at the Arlington! 
plant, near here, of the Du Pont 
Viscoloid Company of the safety 
glass developed by that company in 
conjunction with the Pittsburgh 
Plate Glass Company. 

New buildings are being erected 
at the Du Pont plant, and it is re- 
ported that plans are under way for 
a considerable expansion in the 


glass. 

The Du Pont Viscoloid Company 
makes the pyralin binder for the 
glass, which is named duplate; the 
Pittsburgh Plate Glass Company 
makes the sheets of glass and the 
Pittsburgh Safety Glass Company, 
jointly owned by the two companies, 
makes the finished product at a 
plant at Creighton, Pa. 

In the tests yesterday a weight 
was dropped from a height of four 
feet, first on a heavy piece of ordi- 
nary plate glass and then on a piece 
of duplate of the same thickness. 
In the first instance the glass broke 
into hundreds of small particles. 
When the weight was dropped on 
the duplate the piece cracked, but 
there was no break in any part, nor 
did any particle of glass fly loose, 
officials reported.

States Circuit Court of Appeals,

BUS LINES LOSE

Court Holds Ton-Mile 
Tax Law of State 
Constitutional 


ES MOINES, IA.,, Oct, 4.—Bus 

companies operating in the 
state of lewa are indebted to the 
state fer approximately $62,000 as 
result of the Supreme Court de- 
cision affirming constitutionality 
of the ton-mile tax law. 

The ‘Red Ball Transportation 
Company of Mason City, one of the 
principal plaintiffs in the action, 
owes the state $48,000 under this 
ruling, but virtually every bus com- 
pany in the state was involved, di- 
rectly or indirectly, in the suit, 
which went up on appeal from Judge

cipal defense. The Supreme Court 
held that occasional use of the 
highway was different from the 
constant use of the roads between 
fixed termini, where “there was a 
conscious and organized effort to 
create or concentrate traffic for hire 
upon particular localities or sec- 
tions of the highway.” 

At the same session the Supreme 
Court sustained the Railroad Com- 
mission's right to enforce its orders 
and the regulation of common car- 
riers in the Woodbury county case 
of W. J. Holdcroft, a bus operator 
who had refused to heed the com- 
mission’s denial for a request for 
permit to operate. The court in 
that county denied an injunction 
ruling that Holdcroft's offense was 
a misdemeanor and punishable only 
as such. The Supreme Court re- 
versed the judge in that instance.

FOUR N. Y. PLANTS 
PLAN EXPANSION 


Manufacturing Space 
Around Albany at 
Premium

LBANY, N. Y., Oct. 4.— 

An epoch in new build- 
ing construction has _ been 
established this year in the 
automotive industry of this 
section and never before has 
space for manufacturing pur- 
poses been at a premium as 
at this time. 

New factories are springing up 
with mushroom rapidity and virtu+ 
ally all branches of the industry 
are being rushed with orders. One 
of the principal plants turning out 
brake linings reports plans under 
way for erection of a new plant 
which will more than double its 
output. 

The Slade Products Corporation, 
Watervliet, plans to start imme- 
diate construction of a new factory 
on Tibbits Avenue which will be 
of concrete and steel, and 200 feet 
long and 100 feet wide. This struc- 
ture is the first of three units 
built and will allow 
the company to increase its force to 
several hundred workers. The new- 
ly acquired site adjoins the plant 
|of the Ford Motor Company. 
| The Watervliet plant has been 
jturning out a high grade of brake 
linings, but its business has grown 
|so rapidly that officials deemed it 
| time to erect a new factory. The 
| Troy Chamber of Commerce was 
|mainly instrumental in the com- 
|pany’s decision, as it originally in- 
| tended to build its plant in Detroit. 
| Considerable new machinery is now 
being made for the new structure. 

Excavation work in the new plant 
addition of the Aluminum Company 
of America at Massena was started 
this week under the direction of the 
Ferguson & Edmonson Company of 
Pittsburgh. Actual construction will 
be launched within about thirty 
days, according to officials. Offi- 
cials announced that the new fac- 
tory would be used for the manu- 
facture of a comparatively new 
product, structural aluminum. The 
new building when completed early 
in 1929, will supply approximately 
160,000 square feet of additional 
manufacturing space to the com- 
pany’s mammoth plant property. 

The Andrews Iron and Steel Com- 
pany has filed notice of a change in 
its name to the Utica Structural 
Steel Corporation, and expansion of 
a wide nature is planned by the 
firm. The company reports that a 
new addition will be built in the 
spring to conform with the increas- 
ing business. Under the new ar- 
rangement Wilbur F. Helmer of 
Rochester has succeeded G. W. An- 
drews as general plant superin- 
tendent. 


FORD PLANT AT ARABI 
BUILDS 100 CARS PER DAY 


New Orleans, Oct. 4—One hun- 
dred cars a day are now being 
turned out by the Ford automobile 
plant at Arabi. Even with this in- 
creased production it has not been 
possible to meet the demand here 
and cars are also being shipped into 
New Orleans from other assembling 
plants. The Ford plant employs 
between 800 and 900 men.

Murray Corp. Plans’ 
For Stock Increase 


Detroit, Oct. 4—A special meeting 
of stockholders of the Murray Cor- 
poration has been called for Novem- 
ber 15 to vote om an increase of 
authorized capital stock to 900,000 
shares of no-par value from 300,000. 
It is proposed to issue 269,300 shares 
of additional stock at $15 a share 
in the ratio of one new share for 
each share held. 

Harold O. Barker, chairman of 
the board, said: “Proceeds from the 
sale of this additional stock to 
shareholders will be used to retire 
approximately $4,000,000 of funded 
debt, leaving 539,666 shares of stock 
as the sole outstanding capital lia- 
bility. Subject to approval of 
stockholders, we propose to offer 
rights to subscribe to stockholders 
of record November 16. Rights will 
expire December 20. . 

“After retirement of outstanding 
bonds, the company will have be-
